When such scenes do appear in my pictures, 
even as backgrounds, I will not let them out of 
my possession. I will not carry such pictures on 
my person, nor entrust them to anyone else to 
carry where, through accident or the fortunes 
of war, they might fall into enemy hands. 

I will remember at all times that I am an 
American . . . that it is my duty in all ways to 
help those who are safeguarding the rights 
and privileges of all free people.
